a display having a grid of cells; 
a first plurality of game elements; 

a controller for initiating a normal rahdom display of said game elements; and 
a display processor for randomly displaying the sa44 normal random display of said 
game elements such that one game element/ is displayed in each of said cells; 

said machine characterized by said/controller being programmed adapted for initiating 
to initiate a bonus random display of [said game elements in response to a triggering 
combination of said game elements in the said normal random display and for designating te 
designat e at least one of said cells in the said bonus random display as a wild cell 
independent of said a game element e lem e nts in said wild cell.

designating one of the cells in the (bonus random display as a wild cell independent of the 
game elements.

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22. (Original) A readable/ recording medium as set forth in claim 21 wherein the 
control program is further characterized by positioning a wild card over the wild cell such 
that the wild symbol conceals the ga ne element disposed within the wild cell.
